SALESMAN 


ODAY more than ever before the salesman must 

know all there is to know about the thing he has 
to sell. He must understand how it is being used 
not by one customer only, but by many. He must, 
therefore, investigate its uses and economies not un 
der one set of conditions only but under all where 
it has proved its value. Then he must establish 
these facts with his prospects. 

No longer can the salesman derive his substance 
by “living off the country.” The world is no longer 
his “oyster” nor anyone’s 

The only salesman of time and labor saving utili- 
ties who has the slightest chance to prosper is the 
one who serves so well that the dollar the customer 
hands him is restored with interest. 

He must get into his consciousness the fact that 
the time and labor saving utility, whether a ma- 
chine, system or what not, does that very thing; 
does within a given time, by economies effected, re- 
turn its purchase price and thereafter throughout 
its life actually contributes to the profits of the user. 

To sell in a need market, the need must be dis- 
closed and proof furnished that the balance of profit 
is on the side of the buyer. Display a “panhan- 
dling” attitude with the buyer as “meal ticket” and 
the prospect is immediately on the defensive against 
which the salesman urges in vain. The prospect’s 
instinct is a true one. He is equally suspicious of 
the “high pressure” and the “would you be so kind” 
type of salesmen. 

The successful salesman begins his day’s opera- 
tions with a determination to search out prospects 
who have a definite need for his product and who 


would have the proper balance in a purchase. For 
them the salesman has a logical story: An appeal 
of efhciency and economy that is convincing. The 


profit motive mutually satisfying in connection with 
the service motive, the sale is effected. 

The fundamental cause of sound growth in an in- 
dividual is that he contributes more to the body 
economic or social than he takes out of it. 


MANAGER

ranch or store, must be the source from which 
the salesman refreshes the spirit under which he 
presses on against the resistance and the discour-

agement of the times. In “management” he must 
find stimulant for enthusiasm and determination. 

Management, whether it be vested in district su- 
pervisor, branch head, department chief or what not, 
must take on leadership. Leading men into action 
rather than driving them. The manager who will 
get out in front will find the men following closely. 
A big thrill and reward come from working with 
men in the field. By the experience the manager 
also learns what method the salesmen follow. In 
some situations it may be a bit embarrassing to the 
salesmen, but it is always to their advantage and 
for the advantage of the manager, too. He will 
learn many things by which he may increase his ef- 
fectiveness at the office desk. 

Certainly in these days the salesman needs all the 
encouragement that management can give. It is 
highly important for the manager to learn at first 
hand what “the house” can do for the men who are 
trying harder than ever before with less success. 

[t is far wiser when insisting upon the sales force 
being more thorough than ever before, more efficient 
in their methods and more convincing in their pres- 
entations to leave nothing undone for their assist- 
ance, 

The demand for a better day’s work is sound 
enough but management must assume a large meas- 
ure of the responsibility for the outcome provided 
that the salesman does well the task that has been 
set for him. The factory supplies the product. Man- 
agement must furnish the plan of campaign and 
the leadership to inspire the faith and determination 
of a salesman. If this policy is in effect the men at 
the front go forth in good cheer and usually with 
good results, no matter how hard the going may be.

With the prospect in 
New York, might I be 
able to install a machine 
and prove its value be- 
fore he returned? On 
my way—Opportunity! 

Bright and early next 
morning, our porter with 
a machine in hand, 
speeded up to keep pace 
with me en route to the 
office of the manufactur- 
ing company. 

“Good morning. Yes- 
terday I had a talk with 
Mr. Blank about an add- 
ing machine and I 
brought one for you to 
use while he is in New 
York.” I carefully neg- 
lected to tell them that 
at the end of our talk the 
day before Mr. Blank 
had turned my proposal 
down as impressively as 
usual. 


ways the same positively 
expressed—“ No.” 

Now, I knew that company could use adding ma- 
chines to considerable advantage over their anti- 
quated methods. (My competitor knew it, too, and 
was equally diligent in equally fruitless efforts to 
convince them.) 

I “felt in my bones” that a trial installation in that 
office would pave the way for a sale and the failures 
of my efforts through two years to that end did not 
discourage me. Rather it stimulated my determina- 
tion: Somehow, I would find a way. 

Had there been any difference of opinion on the 
subject between the buyer and the office manager, I 
might have made one of..them receptive but their 
views of the machines were as similar as the views 
of two government office holders upon the subject 
of reduced salaries. Against their united front, I 
could make no advance. They seemed inexhaustibly 
charged with negatives. I assailed their position 
from every point but my verbal guns were not of suf- 
ficient bore to batter down the walls of their crystal- 
lized opposition. 

One day, after one of my regular assaults against 
the anti-adding machine complex with the usual re- 
sult of having my trial proposition declined, I put in 
a busy morning making calls in outlying districts 
and returned downtown for lunch. As I was sitting 
comfortably before my frugal repast, who should 
walk in with one of-his friends, but my case-hard- 


It was risky, of course. 
A hazard of my entree in event of Mr. Blank’s dis- 
pleasure. But the certainty that the machine in use 
would clear the atmosphere by proving its economy 
and convenience under trial, made me hopeful of re- 
taining his good will. I would not look in upon him 
until his first reaction was tempered with the results 
achieved. 

The machine was installed and worked into the 
regular routine of the office. My surmise that the 
operators would favor it proved correct, Within a 
few days the entire office personnel was boosting 
for the machine. 

One bright morning with high hopes I ventured 
to call upon Mr. Blank. His pleasant greeting led 
me to present the order sheet. He smiled, affixed 
his signature on the dotted line and—within the year 
ordered two more machines. 

Selling instruments of economy and efficiency 
would probably be considered easy by persons out- 
side the field. It would seem that it should be but 
oddly enough it isn’t. But it is interesting and it is 
particularly satisfying because in the long run the 
buyer gains more from the transaction than the 
seller. That fact established in any case, the sale is 
achieved then and there. The essential thing then 
is to develop opportunity to establish the fact or to 
recognize opportunity when it appears through cir- 
cumstance.

In this brief but inclusive exposition of the process of converting cow hides into 


upholstery leather is basic data that will stand the salesman of upholstered office 


furniture in good stead in his daily work. 


Mr. Ellis presents an impressive array

of this article will yield a compensating measure of satisfaction and profit. 


te ) ONE knows when the first hide was tanned. 


Prehistoric man followed the fig leaf by the 
tanned skins of small animals. The Egyptians were 
good tanners—the mummies themselves are excel- 
lent examples of tanning. Early explorers found the 
North American Indians tanning deerskins by a 
method which, although speeded up, has never been 
improved upon for soft, beautiful garment leather. 


How Upholstery Leather Is Made 
Hides are bought by the tanner with the hair 
stillon. The first step is to remove it, the second to 
tan the hide, third to split it, and fourth, to “finish” 
or color the various cuts, and last to “grain” or put 
an attractive pattern on the surface of the leather. 


The Raw Material 

Cattle are killed all over the world, the hides pro 
duced by each country having different characteris- 
tics. The pampas of the Argentine give fine hides, 
but the open range still prevails there, so the hides 
are all branded and such big brands are used as to 
preclude these hides from use for upholstery leather. 
Hides from North Germany and South Denmark are 
considered choice because they are large and com- 
paratively free from wire scratches. Our own west- 


ern beef give the most all-around satisfactory source. 

Although millions of cattle are killed annually, 
there is no such thing as a perfect hide. Some are 
scarred by the horns of disorderly neighbors, some 
by falls and accidents, and practically all of them 
show scratches from barbed-wire fences. The wire 
scratch is the best possible evidence of top grain 
leather, as they only show on the top cut—never on 
the split grades. They are the hall mark of quality 
in leather. 

Removing the Hair 

The packer preserves the hides after flaying by 
salting them down. The first thing the tanner does 
is to wash out all salt and dirt and soak the hides for 
a week in lime solutions. The lime attacks the little 
cells that hold the hair in the hide, without damage 
either to the hair itself or the hide. After this soak- 
ing a dull knifed machine readily scrapes the hair 
from the hide. Cattle hair is used for a variety of 
purposes, the principal one being the manufacture of 
ozite rugs. 


The Tannage 


The two main methods of tanning leather are bark, 
or vegetable, and chrome. The former is used for

upholstery, bag, case and strap leathers, and the lat- 
ter for shoe leather. 

Bark tannage is done by brewing a strong “tea” 
from the ground up bark of various trees and soaking 
the hides in this liquid, or “tan liquor” as it is called. 
Hemlock makes the best upholstery leather. Sole 
leather is usually made with either oak or chestnut. 

The actual tanning of upholstery leather is done in 
two stages. The hides are kept in the hemlock tan 
liquor for ten days. Although not quite tanned by 
that time, they are then split and the various cuts 
receive separate and final tannages. The tan liquor 
used for the better grades at this stage is made from 
the dried flowers of the Sicilian sumach plant—the 
softest and also the most expensive vegetable tan- 
nage known. 


Splitting 

If leather was not split into several cuts, there 
would be no confusion and only one grade. But 
there would be no leather upholstered furniture, as a 
tanned hide is often a quarter of an inch thick. 

The splitting is done on a very remarkable ma- 
chine. The hides are fed between rubber and steel 
rollers against an endless belt knife with an edge as 
sharp as high grade steel will take. 

The number of 
grades of upholstery 
leather is increased 
and the relative value 
of each made some- 
what confusing by the 
fact that it is custom- 
ary to split hides ac- 
cording to two differ- 
ent systems. 

As shown, there are 
about half a dozen dif- 
ferent cuts of the hide 
obtained when both 
methods of splitting 
are used. Each repre- 
sents a different 
grade, decreasing in 
wearing qualities, 
beauty, and price, as 
the cut is farther from 
the outer skin. In the 
order of their value, 
these cuts are: 


Top Grain (see (1)

above): This is the best grade, nothing having been 
removed from the surface of the leather except the 
hair. 

The terms top grain, full top grain, or full grain, 
all mean identically the same thing—top cut uphol- 
stery leather from which nothing has been removed 
except the hair—leather which has not been sand- 
papered, snuffed, or corrected, either in certain places 
or all over. 

Top Grain leather can easily be told by the barbed 
wire scratches and scars. 

Top Grain Snuffed (see (1) above): This is the 
second grade of leather, but it is made on exactly 
the same cut of the hide as the top grain. Hides are 
used for this grade which are too scratched for top 
Before finishing, these hides are sandpa- 
pered which to a certain extent removes the 
scratches. No real amount of leather is removed, 
just a light dust, not enough to in any way lessen the 
durability of the leather, but enough to smooth down 
the hair pores so that top grain snuffed leather is 
never as attractive as the full top grain. 

Machine Buffed (see (6) above: This is the third 
grade. It has an actual cut removed from its sur- 
face. This cut, known as a buffing (see (5) above), 
is too thin for use as upholstery leather. It is used 
for a variety of pur- 
poses when appear- 
ance but no strength 
is required. The Ma- 
chine Buffed thenisthe 
cut below a buffing. 

Deep Buffed: ‘This 
is the cut below either 
a top grain or a ma- 
chine buff (see 2 and 7 
above). It is the low- 
est grade of leather 
that should be used on 
office furniture. 

Second Split: (See 
3 and 8 above). The 
cut below the deep 
buffs is known as a 
second split or “split.” 
It is used only on the 
cheapest grades of 
leather furniture and 
is not suitable for soft 
cushions.

cracky leather. The principal reason 
for using it is its cheapness. In addi- 
tion, dope is an easy finish in which 
to produce unusual and attractive ef- 
fects on leather. As such it is often 
used as a substitute for the technical 
skill and equipment necessary to pro- 
duce the desired effect in a more du- 
rable finish. 

Pyroxylin is naturally 
proved, Recently several 
finish containing pyroxylin have been 
produced which largely away 
from the highly objectionable stick- 
ing. However, for technical reasons 
this product will make only the thin- 
nest possible film on the leather. Its 
durability is therefore definitely lim- 
ited. 

Japan Finish: Always the most all- 
around, reliable type of coloring for 
leather, japan finish has in recent 
years gone “modern” and is being 
used to produce results never before 
thought possible except in the fragile 
dope finish. Constant experimenta- 
tions in the Eagle-Ottawa laboratories have pro- 
duced results that have surprised even ourselves. 

Che japan finish is produced by successive coats 
of varying linseed oil preparations, each coat being 
oven baked for twenty-four hours. 

rhe first coat is made by boiling huge caldrons of 
linseed oil for hours, until it is about the 
consistency of glue. While still very hot, the re- 
duced oil is mixed with pure naphtha. The result is 
a jelly-like material that is spread over the hide with 
a steel slicker and worked into the hair pores by 
hand. Successive separately baked coats are thin- 
ner, contain color pigments, and are spread on the 
hide with brushes. 

The final result is a leather finish so tough it can- 
not be cracked without tearing the hide to pieces, 
that never gets sticky even in the hottest weather 
a finish that is entirely color fast both as regards 
clothing and sun fading. Soft and pliable as it is, 
the film of finish on the leather is thick enough to 
constant use for years and

Two-Tone Effects 


To rely exclusi\ ely on solid colored leathers would 
be to lose one of the most attractive features of 
leather as an upholstery material—tts limitless range 
of color effects. 

There are two methods of producing two-tone ef- 
fects—by “smoking” or by “tipping.” As far as the 
durability of the finish is concerned, one method is as 
good as the other. As they produce radically dif- 
ferent effects, both are used to further widen the 
range of leather coloring. 

Tipping is essentially hand work. A small sponge, 
saturated with the secondary color, is lightly rubbed 
over the hide—so lightly that it touches only the 
high spots in the grain or pattern of the hide, dodging 
completely the valleys, or depressions. On a tipped 
hide the v alleys or crevasses show the base color and 
the crests or ridges show the secondary color. 

Smoking is done in exactly the opposite manner. 
The secondary color is applied all over the surface of 
the hide, completely covering the base color. Cloths 
wet with solvents are then rubbed lightly over the 
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leather, removing the secondary color from the high 
spots or tips of the grain, but leaving it untouched 
in the valleys or depressions. 

With a smoke effect, therefore, the high spots 
show the base coat color and the valleys the second- 
ary color. 


Applying the Grain or Pattern 

A flat expanse of color is never as interesting as a 
broken or figured surface, so the tanner offers a wide 
range of surface effects in addition to the color range 
in which each effect may be furnished. 

By a rather unfortunate duplication of terminol 
ogy, the pattern or figure on a leather is known as its 
grain—the same word that means the outer skin part 
of the hide. 

The various types of grains used are naturally di- 
vided into two classes—those that might be called 
natural, and the artificially applied grains. 


The Natural Grains 

When “worked” or handled in different ways, the 
short matted fibres of the outer skin or grain can be 
creased or folded so that the resulting markings be- 
come permanent. For this reason only the top cut 
leathers, full top grain and top grain snuffed, can be 
grained in this true and natural method. An excep- 
tion to this is hand-crushed machine buffed. Only 
a very small percentage of the machine buffs made, 
however, are so finished. The fibres of the split 
leathers are so loose that they will not hold the 
marks of the working and creasing. 

In addition to the primary purpose of applying a 
pattern to the leather, these different natural meth- 
ods of graining all have the very important second- 
ary purpose of greatly softening the hide and there- 
fore increasing its attractiveness and durability. 

Natural grains are of four types—hand-crushed, 
hand-boarded, milled, and smooth. 

Hand-Crushed: Crushing is done by picking up 
a double handful of the hide and twisting it in ex- 
actly the same way the housewife wrings out a dish 
rag. By itself, the hand-crushed grain is used to 
produce the so-called hand-crushed Spanish effects, 
but is seldom used any more except in conjunction 
with other methods of graining. 

Hand-Boarded: The hand-boarded grain is made 
by laying the leather flat on a table and folding 
over a portion of it. A flat board with a cork 
surface is strapped on the operator’s forearm 
and with this he rolls the crease back and forth, 
putting in the leather a series of close parallel 
lines. The hide is then turned and the lines 
put in from the opposite direction. 

Only within very rough limits can the dis- 
tance between these parallel lines be controlled. 
It depends primarily upon the natural texture 
of the hide and every hide is different. In fact, 
no two parts of the same hide are ever exactly 
the same, so a band-boarded grain will vary 
somewhat in different parts of the same hide. 
It is this variation that makes a natural hand- 
boarded leather so beautiful and interesting, 
suggesting as it does the talent of the artist- 
workman rather than the unindividual machine. 

Milled: To produce the fine wrinkled ap 
pearance of the Warwick leathers, the hides 
are placed dry in a large drum or mill and tum 
bled fer a number of hours. This tumbling 
produces the wrinkling or milled grain. As 
the degree of wrinkling depends on the soft-

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ness of the leather and as this varies throughout the 
hide, the milled effect. will likewise vary. Of course, 
the lack of artificial machine-like precision in the 
pattern 1s one otf its most attractive features. 

Smooth: For leathers like the Super-Veal, no 
grain or pattern at all is desired. However, the 
inevitable handling of the leather in the process of 
manufacture gives the leather a very faint milled ef- 
fect. The leather is really only by comparison 
smooth—perfect smoothness not being particularly 
attractive, 


Artificial Grains 


It should not be considered that in its proper place 
there is anything in the nature of a cheapening or a 
substitution in the use of artificial graining. Its 
proper place is on split leather, The nature of the 
machine buffed (except the hand-crushed), deep 
buffed and split grades, do not permit the natural 
methods of graining. Artificial methods are there- 
fore necessary to make the less expensive leather 
pleasing in appearance. 

It is rarely used on grain leathers, except as a trick 
to cover up badly scratched or scarred hides, as it 
covers up these defects much more than the natural 
methods of graining do. Embossed top cut leather is 
stiffer and less durable than natural grained. 

The embossing is actually done by stamping into 
the leather the pattern engraved on a metal plate. 
The pressure necessary to make the impression is 
very high—around six tons. 

Practically any sort of pattern can be made up into 
a plate for embossing. It is inevitable that the nat- 
ural methods of graining are imitated as closely as 
possible. However, it is not difficult to tell an em- 
bossed grain from the natural, by the absolute and 
machine-like regularity of the embossed. Every hide 
is exactly like the next one, and the effect lacks the 
natural life and interesting variety of the natural 
grain. 

This does not mean, however, that embossed 
leather cannot be made so that it is quite attractive, 
as is the case with our machine buffed and Dixie 
leathers.

Ecuador’s New Financial Program 

From Reed & Reed, office equipment dealers, Guayquil, 
Ecuador, comes a letter narrating the financial situation of 
that country. It indicates that the Central Bank of Ecua- 
dor has been called upon to sell more foreign exchange 
than the market could supply, despite the fact that the 
country’s exports have always exceeded its imports. This 
has necessitated a reduction of the gold reserves, which has 
been accompanied by an equal reduction of the currency 
within the country. 

This forced deflation has had a depressing effect on busi- 
ness. In view of the situation the president of Ecuador 
decreed the suspension of the gold standard, effective Feb- 
ruary 8, 1932, terminating November 10, 1932. A plan has 
been agreed upon under which the Central Bank will lend 
to the government 12,000,000 sucres at the rate of 1,000,000 
per month over a period of one year. These amounts will 
be used exclusively for the extension of credits to agricul- 
ture and the expansion of public works. This loan is safe- 
guarded against inflation. The currency provided will ap- 
ply directly to agriculture and public works, but the loan 
will be of general benefit through its circulating through 
business channels indirectly.

Canadian Stationery and Envelope Industry 

Through the United States Department of Commerce 

we have received a summary of the paper stationery and 
envelope business of Canada in 1929 and 1930. This was 
released by the forest products branch of the Dominion 
3ureau of Statistics. Concerns specializing .in this indus- 
try numbered thirty-nine in 1930, an increase of five over 
the previous year. A number of producers in other in- 
dustrial groups make stationery items as side lines. The 
industry is centered largely in the province of Ontario. 
There are twenty-four firms in Ontario, compared to six 
in Quebec, five in Manitoba and four in British Columbia. 
The aggregate capital employed in 1930 totaled $6,011,637, 
of which $3,215,647 was invested in land, buildings and 
fixtures; and $1,587,881 in materials and stocks on hand. 
Raw materials consumed in 1930 were valued at $4,091,247; 
book and writing papers valued at $1,695,726 were the prin- 
cipal item, 

Canadian production in 1930, valued at $2,563,689, com- 
prised 1,229,548-thousand envelopes valued at $2,563,689; 
scratch pads, memorandum, exercise and note books valued 
at $974,836; papeteries valued at $577,177; tablets at $526,- 
208: loose leaf and blank books at $313,103; greeting cards 
valued at $263,978; printing, $196,757; filing supplies, $178,- 
102; all other stationery products and work done, $1,504,224.

“With all other clauses upon which depend, or upon which

“As a matter of fact, the principles involved in the code 
have been expressed in the policy under which the business 
of the Weis company has been conducted for more than a 
quarter of a century. 

“The variety of manufactures of which our line is com- 
posed have been furnished to that class of retailers only 
who, through ‘credit, selling practice, volume of business 
and location,’ are generally accepted as commercial sta- 
tioners, while our few wholesale accounts are with jobbers 
endorsed by the association. The only sales made to con- 
sumers are in far away places where no dealer exists, and 
always at full retail prices. Orders and inquiries from 
places where dealers are located are invariably turned over 
to them. 

“One price list and one dealer discount are two of the 
corner stones in the foundation of this business. Exclusive 
dealer distribution and the best value that can be crowded 
These

“Because of prevailing conditions we thought this would 
be a good time for us and for others to refresh our minds 
about the code. Adherence to its principles is always im- 
portant, but is particularly important now. Such progress 
as may be made under the present circumstances will be 
made only by sound methods. 

“There was another reason. In the code reference is 
made to two practices that had been a considerable burden 
to some manufacturers, upon which we were glad to make 
public statement. 

“One of these, the seventeenth clause in the code, refers 
to special advertisements in particular issues of newspapers 
or newspaper supplements, the advertisements to be paid 
for by the manufacturers who supply the dealer with his 
goods. These ideas are usually worked out by the local 


newspapers. 
“Frequent invitation has been made for our participation 
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in campaigns of this sort. In accordance with our policy 
we have always declined. In one or two cases we may 
have incurred a bit of displeasure, but we hope that we lost 
no good will in being steadfast in the desire to treat all 
alike. 

“The reference to the other matter is in the nineteenth 
clause of the code in which the dealers express the opinion 
that entertainment by the manufacturers of dealers’ rep- 
resentatives has become an excessive expense in the busi- 
ness and that such items of cost must naturally be com- 
puted in the prices of the goods. In the phrase of the 
clause, it was stated that ‘extravagance of this kind has 
no proper place in the business picture of 1932.’ 

“The Weis company is one of a number of concerns 
whose low prices provide no margins for extravagance in 
this way. Many of the smaller manufacturers simply can- 
not afford to go to such expense.” 

The passing years which brought the change of personnel 
brought some changes in units of the line, change in 
methods to keep in step with progress but no variance 
from steadfast maintenance of the spirit of the policy under 
which the business prospered and expanded throughout 
its history. 

Mr. Andrew Weis, founder of the business, and the last 
of the name to withdraw from the company, lives in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. 

[ Note. Ed.]—About thirty-five years ago the writer of 
these lines climbed the single flight of narrow stairs at 50 
Jackson street, Toledo, to enter the single room that con- 
stituted the factory of the Weis Bindery Company. There 
also were made “Weis” paste tubes which if not the first 
paste container of the kind was the first the writer had ever 
seen. Not long after he was to meet his new friends, 
Andrew Weis, at the little factory (big in comparison with 
the Jackson street quarters) on the outskirts of Toledo. A 
few years later he visited the much larger plant at Monroe, 
Mich., which gradually grew to its present extensive dimen- 
sions, 

In his story of the first Toledo plant the writer referred 
to it as “the factory which was squeezed out of a paste 
tube” and ever since, a view or picture of the Weis plant 
always brings the fancy of seeing it and its group of 
workers magically emerging from the end of a tube of 
paste.

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Office Equipment Manufacturers Meet 

The quarterly meeting of the Office Equipment Manu- 
facturers Institute was held at the Hotel Washington, 
Washington, D. C., on Thursday and Friday, May 5 and 6. 

After the usual routine business on Thursday morning, 
“Market Potentialities and Sales Quotas” were discussed 
by L. C. Stowell, president of the Dictaphone Corporation. 
This talk constituted a report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to interpret and apply to the office equipment in- 
dustry the methods used by Dr. L. D. H. Weld in his 
McCann Index of Buying Power. Mr. Stowell’s report as 
chairman was followed by round table discussion. 

The luncheon speaker was Frederick M. Feiker, director 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, who 
presented an interesting and inspiring address. He em- 
phasized the point that the country is not going back to the 
Indians. 

In the afternoon, the members of the Institute were the 
guests of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
and went on a tour of inspection of the building recently 
completed which now houses all divisions of the depart- 
ment. 

At 3:00 P. M., there was a round table session in room 
2069 of the Department of Commerce building, partici- 
pated in by members of the Institute and a group of bureau 
men. Three topics were discussed: American Branch Fac- 
tories Abroad, Isolation or Internationalism, and Post- 
Depression Price Movement. The Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce men who participated included Louis 
Domeratzky, chief of the division of Regional Inspection; 
Grosvenor M. Jones, chief of Finance and Investment divi- 
sion, and J. Frederick Dewhurst, chief of the Economic 
Research division, 

Other bureau men were present and took part in the 
discussion. 

Immediately after adjournment, members left to enjoy 
a shad-bake on the Potomac, twenty miles below Wash- 
ington. The host was Commissioner O’Malley of the 
Bureau of Fisheries.

In the afternoon W. L. Schuster, district manager for the 
National Blank Book Company, Chicago, discussed selling 
and sales promotion. Dealers should not always supply the 
customer’s needs according to the latter’s own prescription, 
but should try to find new uses for business record-keeping 
devices, to the advantage of all concerned. Getting ideas 
and giving them to customers is a profitable means of sales 
promotion. What is new in our business is often news to 
the customer. In selling visible indexes the good salesman 
gets his customer to agree that to cut expenses is desirable, 
thus laying the basis for a sale of visible records. The sys- 
tem is sold as a money saver—for what it will do. 

A “novelty dinner” took place Tuesday evening, with 
lively features of entertainment, including vocal music of 
excellence and some fancy dancing. 

In the morning, during the noon recess and in the eve- 
nings, the merchandise display in the ballroom was the 
center of interest.

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Additional Word on the Tennessee Tax Situation 

On page 37 of Office Appliances for May appeared a 
story about the unusual taxes levied on typewriter dealers 
in the state of Tennessee. W. AA. Johnston, Knoxville, 
comes forward with some additional information about the 
peculiar situation in the typewriter industry. He says, 
however, he feels sure that by the time the legislaturc 
meets in 1933, the typewriter men will be able to get some 
relief. However, in the meantime, here are some singular 
facts related by Mr. Johnston: 

Automobiles sell from $500 to $5,000, ranging from Ford 
to Lincoln. The Tennessee special privilege tax to sell 
automobiles is $100 each to the city, county and state, 
making a total of $300 a year. Typewriters and adding 
machines, however, including bookkeeping machines, sell 
from $50 to $500 and the Tennessee special privilege tax to 
sell them is $187.50 each to the city, county and state, mak- 
ing a total of $562.50 for the year. 

The average investment in a typewriter is $75.00 and in 
an adding machine, the average is $125.00. Bookkeeping 
machines cost more and fewer are sold. The average in- 
vestment in an automobile is $800.00. Notwithstanding the 
fact that automobiles cost hundreds of dollars more than 
typewriters, and the investment runs into millions, whereas 
the cost of typewriters and adding machines is only a trifle 
by comparison, the tax on the latter is $262.00 a year higher 
than the automobile tax in Tennessee.

One is not well educated unless he has a fundamental 
knowledge of the progress of science. Such is the opinion 
of Dr. Vannevar Bush, dean of the engineering department 
and newly appointed vice-president of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. The Boston Herald on March 11 gave 
a biographical sketch of Dr. Bush and told something of 
his remarkable achievements in electrical engineering. He 
is best known for his work in developing calculating 
machines to solve intricate problems. Engineers from all 
over the country come to the Massachusetts Tech to have 
their problems solved by Dr. Bush’s differential analyzer, a 
machine for solving differential equations. 

In 1928, Dr. Bush was awarded the Levy medal of the 
Franklin Institute for his Product Intergraph, and last 
summer won recognition for the development of the dif- 
ferential analyzer which is said to solve problems and 
make calculations impossible to be compassed by the 
human brain, reducing to a minimum the chances of errors 
in computation.

Perley Morse, C. P. A., has written an excellent book, 
entitled Business Machines. This book tells the story of 
the development and application of office mechanisms and 
devices from their inception to their present wide useful- 
ness in business routine and in modern methods of record 
making, analysis and accounts. The book is not difficult 
to read because it is written in narrative, descriptive form 
and in a style which makes it interesting to everyone who 
is alive to the possibilities and importance of machines in 
offices. This book is designed to bring information to 
business men which they ought to have. It is an admir- 
able treatise and should be widely read. It is published by
